When the Synod was organized, the President read the bellow 
ing report: 

Beloved Brethren—The important station in the Church in 
which you have been pleased to place me, by entrusting me with 
the Presidency of this Reverend body, makes it my duty to lay 
before you, this day, a report, giving an account of the discharge
